County Boards Begin Review of 
the Figures, Rejecting Many 
Whole Precincts. 


GOEBEL MEN IN CONTROL. 


— 


Louisville, Ky., Nov. 9.—[Special.]—A con- 
test on the electoral vote of Kentucky is be- 
lieved certain, for the Republicans claim 
that the McKinley ticket received a majori- 
ty of the votes, despite the fact that unof- 
ficial returns from all the counties show a 
plurality for Bryan of more than 7,000 votes. 
This will be the first contest on an electoral 
ticket in twenty-four years. Several Con- 
gressional seats also will be contested, and 
Yerkes, Republican candidate for Governor, 
will ask the courts to give him the place he 
claims he won, although the figures now 
show Beckham to have 4,110 plurality, 

The County Boards of Election Commis- 
sioners today began the official count of the 
votes. Under the améndment to the law 
passed last month the ballots must be pre- 
served. Heretofore they have been burned. 
The county boards are composed of two 
Goebel Democrats and one Republican, so 
the Republicans can hope to gain nothing 
by the official count. Today several pre- 
cincts in Carter County were not counted, 
reducing the Republican plurality there to 
614. In Greenup County 180 votes cast for 
Pugh, Republican, for Congress were reject- 
ed as not certified. 


Entire Precincts Are Rejected. 

In Boyle County, in Yerkes’ home, a pre- 
cinct of 23 votes was rejected. Of these 
10 were Republicans. In Boyd County 97 
votes were rejected, reducing the Republican 
plurality to 485. In Bourbon County one 
precinct, giving 96 McKinley votes, was cer- 
tified for the Socialist Labor ticket. Flem- 
ing County gave 14 Republican plurality, 
one precinct not being certified, but the 
Democrats had the precinct certified, and 
the county now gives 57 Democratic plu- 
rality. The Republicans will institute man- 
damus proceedings to compel the precinct 
clerks to certify the rejected. 

In Muhlenburg County the ‘commissioners 
absolutely refused to allow any person to 
be present at the counting save one Goebel 
Democrat, all Republicans being barred ex- 
cept the helpless third member of the com- 
mission. Even the County Clerk was forced 
to leave the room. This is the home of Mor- 
ton K. Yonts, one of the members of the 
State board which ousted Taylor from the 
Governor's seat. 

In Breckenridge and Ballard Counties Re- 
publican attorneys were refused admittance 
to the count. In Fayette County (Lexing- 
ton) the commissioners at first refused to 
admit two attorneys for the Republicans 
and the newspaper reporters. Finally one 
attorney was admitted. Then the newspaper 
men were admitted.

Republican Charges Fraud. 
Leslie Combs, chairman of the Repub- 
lican Campaign committee, made the follow- 
ing statement today: 

“We believe that Moss was elected over 
Rhea in the Third District, that N. T. Tomp- 
kins defeated J. B. White in the Tenth, and 
that Sam J. Pugh defeated J. N. Kehoe in the 
Ninth. We believe their election will be 
shown on the face of the official returns, 
but if the commissioners fail to count the 
ballots that were not counted by the officers 
of election we certainly shall contest. Nine- 
teen-twentieths of the ballots not counted 
were Republican ballots, which the Demo- 
eratic officers refused to count on the most 
trivial technicalities. P 

“In Breathitt County frauds amounting 
to over 400 votes in favor of the Democrats’ 
have been discovered. In one precinct in 
that county the Democrats refused to allow 
the Republican inspectors inside of the booth, 
and the precinct, which usually went Repub- 
lican by a majority of fifty-eight, was car- 
ried by the Democrats by thirty. In an- 
other precinct the Republican challengers 
were put out of the booth by force and the 
inspectors were refused alimittance. In an- 
other precinct the returns showed that only 
fifty-five Republicans voted, yet there are 
140 who give their names and are willing 
to make affidavits that they voted the Re- 
publican ticket straight. The Republicans 
usually carry that precinct by fifty and 
yet this year it went Democratic by 150. 


Goebel Methods in Evidence. 


„In Olmstead Precinct, Logan County, the 
returns show that only eighty Republicans 
voted, yet we have positive information that 
185 was the actual number, and other frauds 
in the county will amount to fully 400 votes. 
The entire Third District is permeated with 
the Goebel methods. Republican voters who 
were challenged were not allowed to make 
affidavit and were rejected by directions of 
the Democratic Sheriffs; Democrats chal- 
lenged by the Republicans were allowed to 
vote without making affidavits by the decis- 
fons of these same Sheriffs. In one precinct 
in the City of Bowling Green the election 
officers refused to certify to 179 votes be- 
cause there was a blur on the ballots. 

The frauds in the Third District were too 
flagrant to stand an honest investigation, and 
in many places in the Eighth District Demo- 
cratic challengers were sworn in as Deputy 
Sheriffs and wore badges in the booths. In 
the Seventh District over 400 Republican 
voters in the City of Lexington were de- 
prived of their votes by the delay tactics, 
while the Franklin and Owen County re- 
turns were padded so boldly that it cannot 
escape the notice of any one acquainted with 
those counties. 


Same Story in Many Counties. 
There are also extensive reports of frauds 
in Lawrence, Rowan, Nicholas, and Mason 
Counties of the Ninth District, with great 
efforts to increase those frauds in the final 
count. The commissioners of Lawrence

ere is no question that Yerkes car- 
ried the State by a substantial plurality of 
the votes cast. When it is realized that 
ten votes to the precinct means over 18,000 
votes in the State it can readily be seen 
that with commissioners like Poyntz and 
Fulton and men of their character appoint- 
ed as. Democratic commissioners in every 
county in the State, who appointed election 
officers of their own selection, this number 
of votes could have been secured by the 
Democratic party in each precinct without 
affecting public opinion by the open ruffian- 
ism and disregard of appearances which 
controlled their action in 1899. The thefts 
this year are, in my opinion, greater than 
they were last year. The Democrats simply 
had all parts of their election machinery 
working smoothly.

LONDON, Nov. 10, 3 a. m.—Walter Jiggens, 
the latest admirer of Edna May, the popular 
young American actress and singer, has 
committed suicide, and Miss May herself 
has sailed for New York almost prostrated 
with grief. The story is one of the most ro- 
mantic that has come to light in London 
for many a day. 

Walter Jiggens is described in the City Di- 
rectory as a meat salesman, but he has long 
been a familiar figure among the Piccadilly 
chappies. With his brother, Henry, Jiggens 
conducted a butcher's business at 84 Central 
‘Marketplace, and both were remarkablysuc- 
cessful. 

Walter Jiggens, though only 35 years old, 
decided about a year ago to partially retire, 
He had an income of $10,000 a year, and 
fitted up bachelor quarters in Piccadilly 
and began to enjoy life as a man 
of leisure.

Young Actress Prostrated. 

When the news reached London it caused 
general regret in Piccadilly, as general as it 
was sincere. It was decided to keep the 
matter from Edna May. She sails tomor- 
row for New York, where she is to play 
under Charles Frohman's management, and 
it was thought that she had better hear the 
news on that side of the Atlantic; but one 
stupid young man who called on Thursday 
night to say farewell dropped a word which 
revealed the secret. 

The gloom which settled over the actress’ 
home was pathetic. Jane May, her sister, 
and Mabel Power, her friend, appeared to 
feel the blow almost as keenly as the object 
of the suicide’s devotion. Today the three | 
young women took the train at Waterloo for 
Southampton. Several old-time friends, 
among them John Tennant, manager of the 
Empire Theater; John Sterrett, Monte De 
Lisser, and Winifred Chancellor were pres- 
ent at the station to bid the party farewell. 
It was a tearful gathering. Edna May was 
hysterical and weeping bitterly. She had to 
be half carried into the train by her sister 
and a physician. 


Mystery in the Case. 

Of the causes assigned for the suicide one 
is that Jiggens had spent almost twice his 
income the last year and was despondent 
over the debts which naturally resulted. 
This theory his brother disputes, for the 
reason that within a fortnight hence Wal- 
ter would have had a fresh supply of funds. 

The second explanation is to the effect 
that the young man was desperate over the 
departure of his sweetheart, and the third, 
and least probable of all, is that he worried 
over a rival suitor. 

Miss May’s friends insist that her grief is 
due to her tender-heartedness over the loss 
of a faithful friend. The actress herself was 
in no condition to talk, but those best ac- 
quainted with her insist that Jiggens was 
the most honest of all her many admirers. 


Lord Roberts’ Daughter III. 

Private advices from Pretoria indicate that 
the illness of Lord Roberts’ daughter is far 
more serious than the press dispatches indi- 
cate. Lord Roberts’ natural anxiety is aug- 
mented by the fact that some years ago three 
of his children died within a week. Miss 
Roberts, who is now suffering from a severe 
type of enteric fever, has been removed from 
Pretoria to Johannesburg. 


Wireless Telegraphy Tested. 

Some remarkably successful trials of wire- 
less telegraphy yesterday were witnessed by 
the Belgian government officials on the east 
coast of England.

French Foreign Office Publishes Reports 
Showing Close Relations with 
the United States. 


PARIS, Nov. 9.—The Chinese yellow book, 
out foday, shows that early in March M.

The session opened at 10 o'clock, all five 
members of the commission being present.

It appropriated $2,000,000, Mexi-+- 
can, from the insular Treagury for the con- 
struction and repair, under the supervision 
of General MacArthur, of highways and 
bridges throughout the islands. 

Outside of the representatives of the press 
and a couple of army officers, there were but 
three Filipinos in the room. President Taft 
had publicly announced that discussion of all 
bills would be allowed, and District Attorney 
Torres was the first Filipino to claim this 
privilege. Sefior Torres made clear the fact 
that he did not come to attack the bill but to 
praise it, and he complimented the commis- 
sion on its promulgation, declaring it pro- 
vided for what the people, and particularily 
the agriculturists, most needed. Sefior 
Torres then went on to say that, under the 
Spanish regime, public moneys had often

LATEST NEWS FROM THE AMERI- 
CAN EXPLORER. 


Dr. Leopold Kann, the Austrian Scien- 
tist, Who Returned from the Arctic 
Regions on Thursday, Describes His 
Meeting with the United States 


Naval Officer—Says His Plans Were 
Then Working Satisfactorily—Sup- 


plies Sent Forward. 


EDINBURG, Nov. 9.—Dr. Leopold Kann, 
the Austrian explorer, who landed at Dundee 
yesterday in a whaling ship from Davis 
Straits, brings interesting news from the 
Peary expedition. 

Dr. Ka says he is certain that Lieu- 

tenant Péary is now wintering at Fort 
Conger. If this is the case it indicates that 
the American explorer has so far succeeded 
in his plans. 
Dr. Kann brings intelligence from Lieu- 
tenant Peary as late as March of the pregent 
year. At that time the American explorer 
was well and apparently hopeful. 


Talks with Lieutenant Peary. 

In an interview today Dr. Kann gave some 
interesting details regarding the Peary and 
Sverdrup expeditions. 

“Lieutenant Peary’s party,” he said, 
„passed the winter at Etah, on Smith's 
Sound, near the spot where Dr. Hayes had 
his winter quarters in 1860, and not far from 
the scene of the Greely disaster. 

In February and March of this year, 
Fort Magnesia, our winter house at Bed- 
ford, on Pym Island, was thrice visited by 
the members of his expedition. On the first 
occasion Mr. Hansen's party came, on the 
second a party under Dr. Dederick, and later 
Lieutenant Peary. mself in command of a 
sleighing party. 
Lieutenant Peary reported that about ten 
months previously he had met Sverdrup in 
the Kane Basin, north of Smith’s Sound. 
From conversations I ‘elicited that some 
feeling had been engendered between Lieu- 
tenant Peary and Sverdrup, the former 


ter’s intrusion into ground which, for ex- 
ploring purposes, the American was inclined 
to regard as his own. 

** Sverdrup’s party had thoroughly explored 
the Ellesmere hinterland, mapping out a re- 
gion that was hitherto a blank on the charts. 
Many of Sverdrup's flags were seen by us. 

In the course of our hunting expeditions 
in this great tract of country quantities of 
musk oxen were found on what seemed to 
be old and established feeding grounds. 


Sverdrup in Jones Sound. 

When the Peary and Sverdrup parties 
separated Sverdrup's understood intention 
was to explore the vast area of land and 
water in and around Jones Sound, beyond 
Cape Eden. I believe Sverdrup, on the 
Fram, is now wintering in Jones Sound, and 
my opinion, which is backed by that of the 
Dundee whalers, is, that it will be impossible 
for the Fram to come home this year. The 
autumn has been tempestuous, and the ice 
was such as to render navigation next to im- 
possible. 

“The natives at Petravic reported that 
they had returned from Fort Conger, whither 
they had gone to victual the station. 

“ Tjeutenant Peary had 200 dogs and twen- 
ty-seven sledges, but, having underrated the 
difficulties of the journey, and not having a 
sufficiency of food, most of his dogs died. He 
only kept a few natives at Fort Conger dur- 
ing the summer season, and the rest of the 
Eskimos with Lieutenant Peary returned to 
the settlement in a few days, so that the 
journey was extremely arduous, and the par- 
ty suffered great hardships. 


Peary at Fort Conger. 
“TI am certain that Lieutenant Peary is

It is not to be Inferred that all bills are 
to be administered as is this one. The great 
est need of these islands today is pacifica- 
tion, and nothing contributes so much to 
policing and the celerity of movements of 
the police as good roads, and roads construct- 
ed for that purpose also help to improve the 
commercial interests of the country. 

“This appropriation is in the nature of 
an emergency, and the necessity for its im- 
mediate appropriation is the true ground 
for its expenditure. The Military Governor 
is at the head of the military machine. He 
has under his control 65,000 men, paid from 
the United States Treagury, and they are 
widely distributed thro out the islands. 
He can call to his assistance as fine a body 
of engineers as can be found in the world. 
This is why this bill is framed, to give the 
Military Governor discretionary power to 
spend the money appropriated.” — 6 


For Railroad Survey. 

General Wright introduced a bill pro- 
viding for an appropriation of $5,000, Mex- 
ican currency, for the purpose of making 
a survey to ascertain the most advantageous, 
route for a railroad into the mountains of 
Benguet Province, Luzon, and the probable 
cost thereof. This bill, which was passed, 
has the indorsement of President McKinley. 
Two other bills were passed making small 
appropriations for salaries. 

The foregoing is a record of the commis- 
sion’s first legislative proceedings, and the 
local press, Filipino, Spanish, and Amer- 
ican, are commenting most favorably not 
only .on the measures adopted but also 
on the manner of their adoption. 


TO STOP FLOUR ADULTERATION. 


Millers’ Association Adopts a Plan 
Which Members Hope Will Prove 
to Be Effective. 


Ground clay, sawdust, and corn cob dust 
will no longer be used as an adulterant of 
flour if a resolution adopted on Thursday aft- 
ernoon by the Board of Managers of the Mill- 
ers’ National Association of the United 
States is observed by all the members of that 
body. 

The use of these adulterants, according to 
the tenor of the resolution adopted by the 
Board of Managers, has become so general as 
to act greatly to the detriment of the legiti- 
mate trade. It was agreed that a copyrighted 
label, under bond, should be issued by theas- 
sociation, which, placed upon pure milling 
stuffs, should be a guarantee of its quality. 
The label will be issued to members of the 
association only, and a $500 fine will be im- 
posed upon any one in the association found 
misusing the label or placing it upon any- 
thing but pure food products. —

NEW YORK SWEPT 
BI A HURRICANE 
Winter Bursts Upon Eastern 
City with Gale Blowing 
72 Miles an Hour. 


Vessels : Driven to Shelter — 
Liner St. Paul Narrowly 
Escapes Damage. 


VANDERBILT YACHT ASHORE 


New York, Nov. 9.—[Special.}]—Winter’s 
first blast burst upon the city this morning. 
Cold winds from the west, varying from forty 
to seventy-two miles an hour, dashed down 
old political banners, wrenched away signs, 
swepteciouds of dust into the faces of pedes- 
trians, and kicked up an unusually heavy 
sea along the coast and in the bay. 

All night the temperature was falling and 
the wind was rising until at 6 o'clock this 
morning the mercury was at 42 degrees and 
the wind was racing along at sixty miles an 

The velocity of the wind increased as the 
day wore away and reached its greatest 
speed at 1:55 p. m., when it blew seventy-two 
miles an hour. It did not moderate much 
after that, but kept blowing the rest of the 
afternoon and far into the night. By tomor- 
row morning it is predicted the wind wir 
have died dawn, but the temperature will be 
much lower. 


Liner St, Paul in Danger. 

The great American liner St. Paul, hauled 
and steadied by a squadron of six powerful 
tugs, was on its way from the foot of Fulton 
street to the navy yard dry-dock. Off the 
foot of;Wall street a northwest squall canted 
it around so that its bow pointed towards the 
Wall street ferry slip. 

Heading straight for the piers, gathering 
headway every minute, the St. Paul was per- 
llously’ near being wrecked, when the navy 
yard tug Nina, which was approaching to 
guide the liner into the dry-dock, rushed to 
its stern and straightened it out, so that it 
went along up the Hast River. 

Tremendous seas were washed up by the 
wind. They dashed over the government 
post at Fort Hancock; they engulfed the 
schooner Grover Cleveland of Port Jefferson, 
which lay, lumber laden, in the Ordnance de- 
partment’s dock.

Destroyed. 


New Orleans, La., Nov. 9.—[{Special.]— 
Biloxi, a Mississippi Gulf coast resort, was de- 
vastated by fire early this morning. Eighty- 
eight business houses and dweliings were 
burned, the loss being over $500,000. A fierce 
gale was blowing and the flames swept a 
path through eight blocks from the extreme 
northern portion of the town to the beach. 

The fire started at 11:45 a. m. in a negro 
crap dive and saloon near the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad depot, and in an incredibly 
short time the entire block was aflame. Block 
after block caught, and at 4:30 o'clock scores 
of buildings had gone up in smoke. 

Many prominent men of New Orleans and 
Mobile own lodges in Biloxi, and it was 
among these the greatest number of losses 
occurred. 

Biloxi was almost entirely destroyed by 
fire several years ago, but was rebuilt with 
many handsome buildings. 

The fire department is volunteer and con- 
sists of two steamers, one hand engine, anda 
hook and ladder truck. The men worked 
heroically for four hours. Every able bodied 
man in town was pressed into service, but 
their efforts could not check the flames. 

One curious incident was the escape without 
injury of a frame dwelling in the center of 
one of the blocks otherwise completely 
burned. This house is owned by Frank 
Voidevich. The fact that the house escaped 
was due to several changes in the wind, and 
though there are the smoldering ashes of 
several bulidings close by, the white paint on 
thee Voidevich residence was hardly blistered. 


Partial List of Losses. 


Some of the losses were as follows: The 
Catholic Church, school, and convent; Ken- 
nedy’s saloon, Galle’s restaurant, Lopes & 
Co., general store; Kennedy's drug store, 
Orleans Hotel, Bay View Cottage, Magnolia 
Hotel, Desporte Hotel, and a number of 
smaller business places. 

The insurance amounts to $115,000, he 
principal companies involved being: Royal 
Exchange, tna. Western Assurance, Home, 
New York, Palatine, Live and London 
and Globe, Royal, Phenix, Brooklyn, Hart- 
ford, Lancashire, Caledonian, North Amer- 
ica, National, Traders’, New York Under- 
writers, Scottish Union and National, North 
British and Mercantile, Springfield Fire and 
Marine. 

The town will be rebuilt.

BODY OF MISSING MAN 
FOUND IN THE DRAINAGE 
CANAL; MAY BE MURDER. 


Relatives of Albert Peetz, Who Disap- 


peared Late in October, Believe That 


He Was Killed for His Money— | 


Marks on Body Bear Out Theory. 


The body of Albert Peets of 1016 Trumbull 
avenue, Lawndale, was taken from the 
drainage canal at the Belt Line railroad 
bridge yesterday afternoon. There were no 
marks of identification, but at 11 o'clock last 
mght Herman Peetz of 1991 West Twenty- 
second street, and his sister Franza visited 
the County Morgue and identified the body as 
that of their brother, who disappeared two 
weeks ago, and who, his relatives declare, 
met with foul play. Robbery is the motive 


they ascribe. 
Several circumstances tend to support the 


murder theory. The head shows three dis- 
tinct contusions and there are indications that 
the throat was bruised in an unnatural man- 
ner. One of the trousers pockets was turned 


inside out and all pockets were empty, 


although Peetz always carried letters, a 
knife, a bunch of keys, and a few articles of 


jewelry. 


Albert Peetz was 31 years old, a working- 


man who had saved considerable money, and 


was engaged to be married. He was of a 


jovial disposition, and at no time intimated 


that he had designs on his life. 

On Sunday, Oct. 28, Peetz alighted from a 
Twenty-second street electric car at Homan 
avenue and entered a saloon, which he left in 
company of a man named Johnsen, taking 
an east-bound Twenty-second street car. 
From this point the only information con- 
cerning Peetz is found in the contradictory 
statements of a conductor on the Twenty- 
second street car line, who told Herman 
Peetz that Albert was accompanied by two 
men when he got on the car, but that they left 
him. The conductor also said he was unable 
to collect Peetz’s fare and was compelled to 
put him off the car at Blue Island avenue. 

The next day the same conductor denied 
his statements and said Peetz got on the car 
alone and left it at Albany avenue. | 

The brother says that Albert Peetz received 
$255 the day before he disappeared and that 
certain persons knew this.

RUSSIA NOT SEEKING A LOAN. 


Member of Embassy at Washington 
Says the Czar’s Government Has 
Plenty of Money.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 9.—M. Routkow- 
sky, finance secretary of the Russian Em- 
bassy, has returned from St. Petersburg, 
where he had an. opportunity to confer with 
the Russian Minister of Finance. Mr. Rout- 
kowsky was surprised to see it reported 
that Russia was seeking to place loans in 
the United States, and advised the most re- 
sponsible American financiers in New York 
that no such investment was contemplated.

FOREIGN MAIL IS ENORMOUS. 


Total of 8,325,016 Pounds Shipped 
Abroad in One Year, the Cost Be- 


ing $2,158,033. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 9.—Captain N. M. 
Brooks, Superintendent of Foreign Malls, 
says in his annual report that there were 
8,325,016 pounds of mail matter dispatched 
by sea to foreign countries during the last 
fiscal year. Of this, 5,722,433 pounds were 
for transatlantic destinations, almost 2,500,- 
000 going to Great Britain. The transatlan- 
tic mails increased 420,847 pounds over the 
previous year. The aggregate cost of the 
foreign mail service was $2,158,033. It is es- 
timated that $4,318,804 was received by the 
Postoffice department as postage on articles 
exchanged with all foreign countries. 


REPORT ON WATER PIPE HUNT. 


City Engineer Declares Investigation of 
Water Pipes at Oleo House Reveals 


No Evidence Against Firm. 


The formal report of City Engineer John 
Ericson on the investigation of the pumps 
in the oleo house of Armour & Co., made pub- 
lic yesterday, contains no charge against the 
packers of having used water from the city’s 
mains without paying for it. 

The valve of the main pipe is not sealed,“ 
said Mr. Ericson yesterday afternoon. 
“There is no evidence to indicate Armour 
& Co. ever made use of the connection with 
the pump from Packers’ avenue. I do not 
believe they have been guilty of taking 
water from the city through this connection, 
because it would be impossible for them to 
drive the water through the pipe with the 
high pressure they employ in their oleo house. 

“ There was nothing suspicious to the de- 
partment in the connection, but a complaint 
was made to Commissioner McGann regard- 
ing it, and Mr. McGann requested me to 
make an investigation of this specific case 
to silence all rumors or reports that we did 
not want to make a proper examination.”

MAIL THIEVES SENT TO JAIL. 


Several Sentenced to Terms of Months 
for Rifling Letters—Counterfeit- 
bers Given a Tear. 


Former postal employés were among the 
men sentenced yesterday in the United 
States District Court. Patrick Lynn and 
William K. McPherson, letter carriers, 
pleaded gulity to a charge of rifling letters 
and were sentenced to one year in jail each. 
McPherson was given credit for seven 
months which he has served. Fred H. Sel- 
igiman, a former watchman of Lincoln Park 
postal station, received a like sentence for 
taking money from letters. Henry Schmidt 
was sentenced to the Wheaton jail for one 
year for taking letters from a mail box at 
Adams street and Wabash avenue. He sur- 
rendered to the postal officials a few weeks 
ago and confessed, because his father had 
told him to do so. Charles A. Wallace was 
sentenced to Joliet for one year, and Charles 
B. Huston and Howe P. Parker to the Mil- 
waukee House of Correction for a similar 
period for counterfeiting. Charles B. Hale, 
aged 70 years, who is said to have a mania 
for robbing mail boxes, was sentenced to the 
County Jali for five months.

WANT BILLBOARD RULB. 


REPRESENTATIVES OF PARK COM- 
MISSIONS MAKE PLANS. 


Meet in Attorney McCartney's Office 
and Decide to Have a New Ordi- 
mance Drawn Up, as Present One Is 
Held Insufficient—Art Association to 
Hold a Session This Afternoon in 
Fullerton Hall and Discuss the 
Subject. 

Representatives of the various Park com- 
missions met yesterday afternoon in the of- 
fice of Attorney McCartney in the Title and 

Trust Building and discussed the possibility 

of stopping the erection of billboards on the 

boulevards and fronting on the parks. 
An ordinance is to be drawn up, stating 


definitely where billboards can be erected, 
and also limiting their dimensions. This 


measure will be presented to Corporation 


Counsel Walker for inspection, and later 
referred to the city Council for approval. On 
Jan. 29 last an ordinance was presented to the 


City Council providing that all signs or 
dillboards on vacant property should be of 


limited dimensions and be set fifteen feet 


back from the building line. A fine of $50 


a day was provided for every violation of 
the ordinance. On Feb. 5 the ordinance was 
returned to the Council with Mayor Harri- 
son’s veto. The Mayor held that in limiting 
the \size of billboards the city was exceed- 
ing its police powers. He recommended that 
the erection of billboards in residence dis- 
tricts be allowed only where three-fourths 
of the residents of the district have given 
their permission in writing. 

On July 9 another billboard ordinance was 
introduced, into the Council, which was 


passed and approved by the Mayor. Thia 


ordinance provided that no sign or bill board 
should be erected upon or along any bouloe- 
vard or pleasure driveway, or in any street 
where three-quarters of the buildings were 
devoted to residence Purposes, unless the 
person desiring to erect the sign should first 
secure the consent in writing of three-quar- 
ters of the residents and property-owners on 
both sides of the street in the block where it 
is desired to erect such sign or billboard. 


Present Ordinance Insufficient. 


This ordinance was brought up and read 
to the Park Commissioners — 2 Com- 
missioner Donnersberger\ said that as far 
as the boulevards, driveways, and parks 
were concerned that ordinance was of no 
use. It provides, said the commissioner, that 
no billboards be erected on or along the 
boulevards without the consent of three- 
fourths of the property-owners, but it does 
not provide for the number of feet back 
of the building line the billboards are to be 
erected. As the ordinance stands) with the 
consent of the property-owners, a billboard 
can be erected on the edge of the sidewalk 
in a vacant lot and there is no protection for 
the parks. \ 

The following were present at the ‘meet- 
ing: President Donnersberger, Mr. Chan- 
non, and Attorney*Hollett of the South Park 
board; President Suddard and Attorney Cole 
of the West Park board; President Gansber- 
gen and Commissioner Shields of the 
coln Park board. 

The committee expects to hold a meeting 
some day next week to discuss the ordinance 
prepared by Attorney Hollett.

The book will represent a compilation of 
the specialties of cooks employed in Chicago 
households and the names of the cooks will 
be signed to their respective contributions. 

The best cooks in the world are right 
here in Chicago,“ said Mrs. Lynden Evans, 
135 Pine street, who, as the head of the 
Science bureau, has taken a leading inter- 
est in the publication of the book. We 
decided that a compilation of the recipes 
represented in the exhibits at the contest 
would result in much good to not only pro- 
fessional cooks but to housewives as well. 
Through the book every cook will have the 
advantage of knowing the methods of her 
competitors. The beok will contain only 
recipes that are new.“ Others interested 
in the publication are Mrs. J. P. Wilson, 
564 Dearborn avenue; Mrs. E. W. Gillott, 
3334 Michigan avenue; and Mrs. H. W. King, 
151 Rush street..

Bertha Gustafson, 
employed by Mrs. Evans, will contribute re- 
cipes for new sauces. Recipes for rolls, 
breads, and biscuits will be given by Kate 
Cors, cook for Mrs. King. Special attention 
will be given to preparations from “ left- 
overs.” In this class Ella Ryan, 2825 In- 
diana avenue, won first prize. The dessert 
preparations will be divided into classes of 
pies, frozen desserts, puddings, and gelatine 
desserts. | 


Expert Opinion of Breads. 

“The making of good bread, and especially 
fine biscuits, is an art which cannot be laid 
down in set rules,“ said Kate Cors, cook for 
Mrs. King. It is one of the most difficult 
duties of the cook, and, while all cooks more 
or less follow some general rules, each has 
different ways in which to apply them. Too 
much salt or the mixing of ‘ shortening’ at 
the wrong time cannot be assured against in 
recipes. While I have won first prizes for 
my breads, I cannot set down in rules how 
to make them. In fact, if I told exactly how 
I do make them, adherence to my plan 
might result in a baked lump of hard dough.” 


WAITS FOR FOURTH BIDDER. 


Opening of Proposals for State Street 
School Fund Property Is Deferred

Bids for the leasing of the school fund 
property at the northwest corner of State

‘MAJOR GENERAL ASSUMES COM- 
MAND OF DEPARTMENT TODAY. 


~Believes McKinley's Triumph Only 
Thing Needed te Convince Natives 
That American People Approve His 
Policy—Fears United States Will 
Have Trouble with Ladrones. 


Major General Elwell 8. Otis, who will 
assume command of the Department of the 
Lakes today, arrived in Chicago yesterday 
morning and went to the Auditortum Annex, 
where he will probably remain for some 
time. He was accompanied by his two alds, 
Major H. A. Greene, who acted as press 


Inspector General of Volunteers. He 
a good share of the afternoon at army head- 
quarters, but failed to meet General Wade, 


He declared himself to be in excellent health 
and fully recuperated from the wear inci- 
dent on his service in the Philippines. 

“I have gained fully twenty-five pounds 
since my return,” he said, “and am in the 


dest of health.“ ; 


When his attention was called to the proba- 
dle effect of the recent elections on the 
Philippine situation, he sald: “It hardly 
seems necessary for me to say the effect will 
be most salutary, and is the one thing needed 
to bring about that respect for American 
authority which has been wanting since the 
natives got it into their heads that a change 
of trations would result in the re- 
tirement of our troops from the islands. 
Last June we had everything like organized 
opposition stamped out and order practically 
restored, but about that time began the 
agitation incident to the elections in this 
country, with the hopes which were held out 
to the rebels in case of a Republican defeat, 
and the result was a renewal of disturbances. 


Predicts Speedy End of War. 

“The result of the election will demon- 
strate conclusively to the natives that the 
American people are behind President Mc- 
Kinley in the policy which he has observed 
and there will be a speedy end of the opposi- 
tion and agitation which has prevailed for 
the last six months. The fact of the case 
is that among the intelligent and responsible 
element of the people there has been a grow- 
ing feeling of friendliness toward and con- 
fidence in this country. They have been 
slow, however, to take an open stand in the 
matter, both because of dread of assassina- 
tion from the rebels and the fear that their 
lots would be unhappy in case they did open- 
ly espouse our cause and the election should 
ult in the withdrawal of our troops from 
thé islands. Now they will have no fear 
about actively exerting their influence in our 
behalf, and they will do it. They and all 
the better class of people are tired of war and 

the generally disturbed conditions. 


Fears Trouble with Ladrones. 

J presme there will be more or less trou- 
dle from the Ladrones. They have been a 
thorn in Spain’s side for centuries, and it 
is going to take some time to extirpate 
them, but as a matter of fact Manila is 
really in a more prosperous condition than 
ever under Spanish rule. The present reve- 
nues of the port are nearly double what 
they were under Spanish rule, amounting 
to about 32,000,000 a month. This is being 
all expended in making necessary internal 
improvements, and the object lessons which 
have been furnished of American methods 
have been a revelation to the people and 
have done much to reconcile them to Ame-i- 
can control.” | 

How long will it be, in your opinion, be- 
fore any extensive measure of self-govern- 
ment can be given the natives?“ he was 
asked. 


Self-Government Possible. 

„ don’t think the time will be long.“ 
General Otis replied. ‘“‘ They are already 
being given a large degree of self-govern- 
ment in municipal matters and are doing 
well. I do not belleve the time to be dis- 
tant when they can be counted on to take 
on a considerable measure of self-govern- 
ment in a sort of national way. They have 
some exceedingly able men among them. 
Arelano, the Justice of the Supreme Court, 
is better versed in Spanish colonial law 
than any living man. There are many other 
able men, and under the conserving force of 
this country they will in time bring about 
a condition of things such as the islands 
have never experienced.“ 

General Otis’ attention was called to the 
reported purpose of this country to ask 
England to suppress the Filipino junta at 
Hongkong. 

It is certainly a move in the right direc- 
tion,“ he said, *‘ for there can be no doubt 
it has been of material assistance in pro- 
longing the struggle against our troops. The 
members of the junta are shrewd men, and, 
provided with liberal amounts of money, they 
have been able to work us much injury.” 


PREACHER BECOMES A 
“ BEER TASTER ” WHILE IN 
SEARCH OF SLIM PIGS. 


The Rev. H. M. Allen, Acting as Agent 
‘of Englewood Law and Order League, 
Testifies to His Knowledge of Liq- 
uors in a Justice Court. 


In his pursuit of blind pigs, and as an 
agent of the Englewood Law and Order 
league, the Rev. H. M. Allen, 612 West Six- 
tleth street, recalled the halcyon days when 
in his search for knowledge at college he 
learned, among other things, to distinguish 
the taste of beer. Consequently, when Mr. 
Allen took his seat on the witness stand in 
the Englewood Police Station yesterday to 
testify against Oscar Walliskog, a brewery 
teamster charged with violating the liquor 
ordinance, he spoke with the authority of an 
expert. 

Mr. Allen testified that he had visited 
Wallskog’s blind pig at 442 West Sixtieth 
street twice, and that on each occasion he 
had purchased a case of beer. The preacher 
was sure it was beer, he said, because he 
drank part of the contents of each. bottle. 
An attorney for a brewery company, repre- 
became skeptical and 
asked Allen to tell how he was able to dis- 
tinguish beer from buttermilk. 

When I went to college, replied the Rev. 
Mr. Allen, I drank beer occasionally and 
secured a knowledge of beer. I don’t care 
for it and I wouldn’t do it if it were not re- 
quired, but I understand that the league 
cannot make a case unless the witnesses can 
prove that the fluid sold them is beer. 

The attorney for the brewery attempted 
an elaborate defense for his client, but Jus- 
tice Duggan decided against him and fined 
Waliskog $25. 

Mr. Allen is a licensed preacher and a 
graduate of Williams College in Massachu- 
setts, the McCormick Theological Seminary 
of Chicago, and the Chicago University. At 
his home yesterday afternoon he said in refer- 
ence to his testimony that since Oct. 16 he 
had visited probably forty places in Engle- 
wood where liquors were sold, and that on 
election day he gained admission to a dozen 
saloons in company with C. W. Jones of the 
Englewood Law and Order league. 

“At each place Mr. Jones took a cigar,” 
said Mr. Allen, and I ordered beer. As we 
returned to a number of these places I was 
compelled to drink from the glasses set be-

“Colonial Ways and Days.” By Helen 
- Evertson Smith. The Century company. 
From more than a century’s accumulation 
of letters, diaries, and inventories found in 
the garret of the Smith homestead at Sha- 
ron, Conn., and from the traditions handed 
down from one generation to another, Miss 
Smith has gleaned the material for her book, 
** Colonial Ways and Days.“ She laments 
that quantities of the precious. documents 
have been destroyed by irreverent members 
of the family at different times, but the 
reader is conscious of no lack. Indeed, her 
pictures are remarkable for their accuracy 
and amount of detail. She has taken great 
pains in the ordering and classification of 
her material, and this, together with its im- 
personal nature, often gives it the effect of 
a text book. She takes up separately each 
feature of the life among the colonists of 
different nationalities, and although she pre- 
sents it as it was practiced by some well 
known and representative family, she fails 
to infuse into it any of the life or spirit that 
makes for the charm of such chronicles. Her 
men, women, and children were real in their 
Gay, but in the book they are only echoes 
of themselves. As to the manners, customs, 
comiitions, and relations of those days, how- 
ever, Miss Smith seems to have acquired an 
amazing amount of information. 
One of the most attractive features of the 
book is found in the views into the homes of 
the Puritan, the Huguenot, and the Dutch- 
man. Each is interesting in itself, but more 
interesting still is it to note the differences 
and the gradual changes wrought by the 
mutual influences. The austerity and self- 
restraint of the Puritan were expressed in 
all about him, as were also the prudence, 
commercial instinct, and love of comfort 
among the Dutch, and the thrift, artistic in- 
stinct, and love of pleasure among the 
Huguenots.

SRE are no class of 
people who have a 


official importance 
than Admirals. Gen- 
erals, and even mere 
Colonels, are not 
precisely over-bur- 
dened with modesty, 
or humility, where 
their military pre- 
rogatives 
cerned. But their 
grandeur in their 
own eyes is nothing 
cgmpared to that of 
an Admiral who hap- 
pens to be invested 
with a command, and 
perhaps no more striking illustration 
can be given of this peculiar frame of mind 
than the case of Admiral Sir Michael Culme 
Seymorr, who, during his term of office as 
Commander-in-Chief and Governor of Ports- 
mouth, which has just come to a close, was 
wont, according to popular report, to in- 
variably remove his uniform coat when say- 
ing his prayers, so that he might not be on 
too much of a footing of equality with his 
Creator. 

This story anent Sir Michael has been re- 
called to mind by the action of his successor 
at Portsmouth, Admiral Sir Charles Hotham, 
who has just issued a general order to the 
effect that all officers attending divine service 
in the dockyard church, or upon the British 
ships in port, are to wear their swords. The 
wearing of a sword at divine service has 
until now only been compulsory when the of- 
ficer in question happened to be in command 
of a body of men assigned to what is known 
as church duty,” the sword being ah em- 
blem of authority. But when officers at- 
tend divine service with nobody under their 
special command at the time the sword 
which has until now been dispensed with 
on such occasions is merely an emblem of 
swagger and of authority which is out of 
keeping with that spirit of humility with 
which all people are required to approach 
the throne of grace, and which Sir Michael 
Clume Seymour so strikingly displayed when 
removing his uniform coat to say his prayers. 


There is something so odd in the Chief 
Justice of a kingdom being decorated for 
military services performed simultaneously 
with his judicial functions that the case 
of this kind which has just taken place in 
Scotland deserves passing notice. One of 
the last issues of the London Gazette con- 
tains the announcement that the Queen has 
been pleased to confer the knighthood and 
the star of the Order of the Bath upon Gen- 
eral John Hay MacDonald, commanding the 
Fourth Infantry Brigade of the reserve 
forces of Scotland. Now General MacDonald, 
who, thanks to the honor thus conferred 
upon him, becomes Sir John,“ is likewise 
the Lord Justice Clerk of Scotland, the of- 
fice thus designated being Scottish counter- 
part of the Lord Chief Justiceship of Eng- 
land. And, as Lord Justice Clerk, he is a 
Scottish law lord, as which he has been in- 
vested with the title of Lord Kingsburgh, an 
honor not. however, shared by his wife, who 
has until now been known merely as Mrs. 
MacDonald, but who henceforth will 
be able to style herself Lady MacDonald. It 
is necessary to state this in order to explain 
that the Lord Justice Clerk, the Lord 
Kingsburgh, and General Sir John Mac- 
Donald are all one and the same person. 

Besides being a great Judge and a Gen- 
eral of sufficient note to call for his decora- 
tion as such with the Order of the Bath, one 
of his works on military matters having 
been considered by the War department at 
Berlin of such value as to call for its transla- 
tion into German, Lord Kingsburgh is a 
practical engineer, an expert electrician, a 
member of the Council of the Society of 
Telegraphers, a novelist, President of the 
Automobile soctety in Scotland, a former 
member of Parllament, and last, but by no 
means least, one of the finest sporting shots

This strange practice of denying to the sa 
called law lords north of the Tweed the 
privilege of sharing with their wives the 
titles which they are compelled to assume 
has led to some amusing “ contretemps,” 
and it has happened to both Lord Kings. 
burgh and to his colleague, Lord Kincairny, 
to be called to account by hotel-keepers for 
offending the laws of propriety by traveling 
about openly with ladies who were not their 
wives, the worthy. Bonifaces, not only 
abroad, but even in England, finding it al- 
together impossible to master the fact that 
Mrs. MacDonald was the lawful spouse ot 
Lord Kingsburgh, and that Lord Kincairny 
was really the husband of Mrs. Gloag. , 


Lord Kingsburgh, who is à tall, hand- 
some, athletic-looking man of about sixty- 
two, has presided at two trials which 
him in a remarkable degree before the pub- 
lic. The one was the famous Ardla wont 
shooting case, when Lord Monson’s cousin, 
Alfred Monson, was tried for-the murder of 
young Cecil Hambrough, the case resulting 
in one of those terrible Scotch verdicts of 
“not proven,“ which indicates that while 
the moral guilt of the prisoner is positive, 
yet that the legal evidence is not adequate 
to send Kim to the scaffold. Monson is now 
doing a term of penal servitude for forgery. 

The other “cause celebre was the 
memorable trial for arson of the 18-year-old 
son of Sir James Ferguson, at the time Post- 
master General and Cabinet Minister. ir 
James had been for thirty years the closest 
and most intimate friend of Lord Kings- . 
burgh, the latter having therefore known 
the prisoner from infancy, and under the 
circumstances it was not surprising that he 
should have displayed some emotion when 
sentencing the prisoner to a term of three 
years’ penal servitude. The fact that Lord 
Kingsburgh should have presided at the 
trial, in spite of his old-time friendship for 
Sir James, a friendship which still subsists 
unimpaired, and that not a voice should 
have been raised at the time of the trial to 
even hint that there might be any disposition 
to undue but nevertheless comprehensible’ 
leniency on the part of the Judge, speaks 
volumes for the lofty reputation for im- 
partiality enjoyed by the bench of Great 
Britain.

or royal hospitality is terribly costly to the 
unfortunate guest, who is obliged to give 
to the various officials and functionaries, 
high and low, of the court or government by 
which he is entertained presents that are 
a hundred times as valuable as the tips 
which would have been considered mt 
nificent by the staff of any hotel at which he 
had staid. The late King of Holland a short 
time before his death spent forty-eight hours 
at Buckingham Palace. The presents W 
he was obliged to distribute among the mem- 
bers of Queen Victoria’s household amounted 
to $18,000, gifts that were regarded by the 
recipients not with gratitude but as pet 
qulsites.
